“To 
have a waiting list for vari- 
ous services for sometimes 
as long as two years is un- 
acceptable.” 

Grassmick read her state- 
ment and explained that she 
has had first-hand experi- 
ence with her 89-year-old 
mother and 93-year-old fa- 
ther in dealing with the dif- 
ficulties. of obtaining help 
for seniors on Beaver Island. 

“All of . Charlevoix 
County has more COA ser- 
vices than Beaver Island,” 
Grassmick said. “Bathing of 
home-bound seniors and 
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other basic services are to- 
tally unavailable when our 
present single caregiver is 
off island. This neglects the 
very basic needs of our eld- 
erly for a week or more at a 
time. At the same time the 
COA is building a $1.5 mil- 
lion investment account, 
which plainly shows the 
COA has been and is bro- 
ken and needs major 
changes from the top. How 
can the taxpayers of Beaver

taxes and grant monies that

CHARLEVOIX — During the public comment time at 
a meeting of the Board of County Commissioners on Oct. 
24, resident Connie Saltonstall began to read a statement 
she had written, when she was interrupted.

Problems Relating to 
Balance and Dizziness. 


Dizziness is an elusive problem that affects mil- 
lions of people in the United States. Normally the 
cause can be determined and effectively treated with 
medication and natural remedies. 


What causes dizziness: 

Serious dizziness conditions are often related to 
problems with a person’s proprioceptive and vestibu- 
lar system. The vestibular system is a part of the 
inner ear and brain that helps control balance and 
eye movements. The system can malfunction for a 
variety of reasons, including vascular disorders, 
inner-ear abnormalities, and a combination of senso- 
ry deficits. The proprioceptive system is a network of 
receptors in the skin, muscles, ligaments, and joint 
structures that gives information to the brain regard- _ 
ing head, body, and extremity positions and move- 
ments. : 


How do | know if my dizziness is related to a 
vestibular and/or proprioceptive problem? 

* Diagnosing vestibular related dizziness can be 
elusive because people often use the work ‘dizzy’ to 
describe many different conditions and dizziness is 
felt differently for each person. Some of the ways it is 
described are lightheaded, a spinning sensation, or 
feeling faint: Vestibular related dizziness often occurs 
with other symptoms. For example, some people 
may also experience anxiety, nausea, pressure or 
fuliness in their head, ringing of the ears, headaches, 
muscle tension, or hearing loss. Dizziness and other 
associated symptoms often are warnings that some- 
thing may be wrong and an evaluation by a. physician 
may be warranted. 


The following test is designed to help determine 
if you have a vestibular-related balance problem: 
-Are you bothered by feelings of motion Sick- 
ness? 

-Do you feel unsteady going down flights of 
Stairs? 

-Do you feel unsteady when you are walking? 
-Do you have dizziness or balance problems fre- 
quently? 

-Do you have problems walking across a dark-

If you answered "yes" to one or more of the 
questions, you could have a vestibular-related bal- 
ance problem, and you should contact your family 
physician. 

Individuals having problems with dizziness 
undergo a battery of tests to. help pinpoint the prob- 
lem, Some testing may include magnetic resonance 
imaging, laboratory tests, hearing evaluations, brain- 
stem auditory evoked response tests, and an 
electronystagmography examination. A new clinical 
test, the Four Square Step Test, has demonstrated to 
be reliable and a valid test identifying people with 
balance problems. 


What treatments are available for dizziness? 

In addition to medication and surgery, vestibular 
and propioceptive rehabilitation may be-the best 
solution for many people. 

Vestibular and propioceptive rehabilitation is an 
exercise program designed by trained physical ther- 
apists to help a person compensate for loss of bal- 
ance problems. The balance activities help the per- 
son maximize the use of the remaining vestibular 
function, their sight, and the sensation in their feet to 
keep their balance. The program may include eye 
exercises to help the brain learn to reprogram the eye 
reflexes. Each person’s symptoms and needs are: — 
very different, so the program is designed to meet 
each individual’s needs. 

The goal of vestibular rehabilitation is to help 
patients return to functional, fulfilled lives. This often 
involves teaching a person how to compensate for 
the loss that caused your dizziness problems. 

Specially trained physical therapists can offer 
vestibular rehabilitation and functional programs for 
balance disorders.
